Davis came back from Colum- 


bus confident that his attack up- 
on the Coohdge speech of accept- 
ance had given his followers a 


] new battle issue. He awaited a re- 
| ply from the president, eager ap- 
parently to engage the chief exec- 
utive 
in 
an 
indirect 
debate 


through public forums upon all 
outstanding issues. 


The tour of the west, however, 


drew Davis' immediate attention 
today. He was said to have decid- 
ed to make three major speeches 
in as many western cities on his 
first "swing around the circuit." 
The issues to be stressed in this 
trio 
of keynote 
addresses 
un- 


doubtedly will be the agricultural 
situation, the tariff and reclama- 
tion, with a constant hammering 1 
on his campaign slogan of "hon- 
esty in government." A score of

"sung" by the club as a whole, 
the speaker was introduced by 
vice president A. L. Werner- 


ElyrSans Commended 


Mr. Baker first made the state- 


ment that "the first help to reach 
Lorain the night of the disaster 
was from Elyria." 


Mr. Baker is well qualified for 


this job having done relief work 
in 86 disasters previous to this 
one. He went on to say that the 
total registration for relief in Lo- 
rain 
was 1,755 families 
and 


2,095 in Sandusky and Fremont, 
and 
the 
surrounding 
tornado 


stricken territory. 
He thought 


that when all registration for re- 
lief was finished about 
25,000 


families would have applied for 
relief. 


"The Red Cross," he stated, 


"cares for two kinds of rehabili- 
tation; family and business reha- 
bilitation. There are five steps in 
the first of these- First a visit is 
made to each family by a Red 
Cross worker, then the verifica- 
tion work is taken up anu every 
statement made by everybody is 
verified before action is taken. 
The case is then presented to the 
director and an award made if it 
is needed. 
Fourth, the account- 


ing routine is gone through, and 
lastly, the books are turned over 
to the local auditing committee 
when the Red Cross leaves- 
The 


business rehabilitation is along 
the same line only it must be more 
accurate. 


Outlines Work Done 


"In Lorain, Sandusky and sur- 


rounding territory there are 130 
businesses on file for relief. 


"Up to the present time 474 


awards have been made which 
total 1310,000. 
About $60,000 


has been expended outside of this 
for emergency relief. 


"Every family in tents and 


overcrowded houses had last week 
been considered for relief and a 
Red 
Cross award 
made. 
All 


awards were completed a week 
ago Sunday night. 
With the aid 


of these awards every person 
should be under suitable cover by 
the time snow flies- 


No Loans Made 


"The policies of the Red Cross 


in this work have been as fol- 
lows; no loans were made with 
relief money, all awards being 
gifts only, with absolutely no 
strings attached. Only situations 
arising, directly from the disaster 
were bandied. 
Cash was given to 


families only in a few special cases 
all other awards being made by 
requisitions on merchants.

GROWTH OF INTERNATIONAL 


ASSOCIATIONS 


"In estimating the international situation of the 


day and the tendencies that suggest the course of the 
future, it is unsafe, as well as unwise, to take into ac- 
count only the quarrels of the past and the intensi- 
fied nationalism engendered by the war. The old 
guard may not surrender, but in the course of time it 
is bound to disappear. Some attention should also be 
paid to the movements that look forward, and while 
any one of them may be insignificant enough in itself, 
it may fill the role of the proverbial straw in the 
wind. If a number of straws all point in the same 
direction, the presence of an air current is unmis- 
takable. 


"It is in this sense that we should interpret the 


great number of international organizations that 
have either sprung up since the Great "War or have 
taken on a new vitality. While many of them are 
not primarily political in character, and do not in any 
way engage the governments of the different coun- 
tries nor represent national policies, they do, never- 
theless, prepare an atmosphere in which political ap- 
prochments will be facilitated. Internationally as 
well,as locally, political action follows public senti- 
ment, and the so-called political leaders are governed 
by events, instead of vice versa. Who would have be- 
lieved, for instance, four years ago, that a Eepub- 
lican Administration in Washington would today 
pride itself on a successful intervention in the affairs 
of Europe? 'America First' now reads 'Peace in Eu- 
rope First.' 


"Whatever the 'standpatters,' the reactionaries, 


the narrow nationalists, may say, international ac- 
tion is the watchword of the day. A bare enumera- 
tion, for instance, of the different international or- 
ganizations now at work in Europe, wholly aside from 
the League of Nations or any political grouping of 
governments, would fill several columns of print. 
The number of special treaties, providing for reci- 
procity, neutrality, compulsory arbitration of dis- 
putes, etc., wholly outside of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, is also impressive. Never before 
have there been so mafcty special ties among the states 
of Europe. The League itself is directly supported 
by a union of the various voluntary national socie- 
ties formed to promote it. This year a congress was 
held at Lyons. 


"Last spring an international conference was 


held at Eonie to discuss emigration and immigration, 
subjects which certain Europeans consider of inter- 
national rather than national concern, though this at- 
titude has not been officially adopted in Europe any 
more than in the United States of America. But the 
question also appeared on the program of the con- 
ference of the Interparliamentary Union to be held at 
Berne. This is not a governmental organization, but 
one of members of the various parliaments where 
natters of international concern are debated. While 
the -resolutions are not binding, they cannot fail to 
influence legisative action. Last year the Union met 
at Copenhagen. 


"The number of learned international societies 


seems to be growing every year. The League of Na- 
tions has a special committee for 'intellectual co-op- 
eration,' of which Henri Bergson, the French philos- 
opher, has just been re-elected president, and Gilbert 
Murray, the Oxford scholar, vice-president. And at 
the session held at Geneva an offer was read from 
the French Minister of Education and Fine Arts to 
provide a permanent home in Paii* for an Interna- 
tional Institute pf Intellectual Co-operation, just as 
in 1905 the Italian Government founded an Interna- 
tional Institute for Agriculture. 


"The International Federation of Women, which 


claims to have been a forerunner of the League of Na- 
tions, met this spring in Copenhagen. The Uni- 
versal Postal Union, of which every country in the 
world with the exception of Afghanistan is" now a 
member, has celebrated its golden anniversary at the 
congress held this summer at Stockholm. It was 
founded September 15, 1874. The sportsmen have 
iust held their international Olympic Games at Paris, 
and the English and American bar associations have 
met in London. The international religious confer- 
ences also add to the opportunities for better 
acquaintanceship, and the so-called 'Young Peoples' 
Movement' is spreading from country to country. 
Organized labor in Europe has always been interna- 
tional in character, and last month the Socialist In- 
ternational, which may be called a political organ- 
ization, held a joint meeting with the International 
Labor Union Federation at Amsterdam to consider 
the Dawes plan, which was commedend as the best 
scheme possible under the circumstances. The inter- 
national ramifications of business and finance are 
even more ancient. 


"What is still more characteristic of the post- 


war period is the tendency of the farmers to form in- 
ternational associations.

"When one boy pays op, 
Bnchanan tjses the money to befp 
another boy go to Alaska. The en- 
tire $375 is handed to a boy who 
earns his third and he buys his ovra 
transportation, makes his own re- 
servation for space on the "Prin- 
cess" steamer and retains $25 in 
the form of drafts on Alaska banis 
for spending money. In Detroit the 
boys earn the money selling ash 
baskets, coal, coke, pencils, etc., and 
Bnchanan shows them how. Else- 
where they can earn the cash in any 
honest way, povided they do not 
neglect school "Any boy anywhere 
can go," Buchanan said recently, 
"and I would like to have in the 
party one from every nationality in 
the United States and Canada. 
They would learn to know and un- 
derstand each other better."

"Thomas Hadden Henson was | 


born in Elyna, Ohio, April S, j 
1S72. 
His father, Richard Hen-|

The Hen- 
sons were Puritans, followers of 
Oliver Cromwell. When Charles 
II ascended the throne he imme- 
diately confiscated the estate of 
the Hensons.

"stops," which are aecttred to the 
frame. Finally there is the wooden 
finish about the opening'. These four 
parts— tie frame, the Bash, the stops 
and the finish — make up the whole 
oonstroction of the window. There 
are only four parts, but there may 
be 44 ways to put them together — • 
not all of them good by any means. 


The etop strips go on in different 


ways to correspond -with the differ- 
ent ways in which the sash are in- 
tended to operate. Some sash swing 
in, some* swing out and. some slide up 
and down. They may be hinged at 
either side, top or bottom. Some- 
times they are pivoted, though such, 
windows rarely go into homes. Slid- 
ing windows slide 
between stops. 


Hinged windows swing against them. 
The stops are thus an important part 
of the window. If they are nailed 
on, the expense is the least. If they 
ar« fastened with screws that go 
through brass bushings fitted Into 
the wood, the expense is a littla 
greater, but you have an adjustable 
featnre, [WTien the stops work loose 
the sash may rattle and the wind 
Jeak through. This may be over- 
come by loosening1 the screws 
moving the stops up tight

The finish around 
the frame may be of any kind of 
wood, so far as the inside finish of 
the house is concerned, but on the 
outside It is necessary to use the 
same Muds of wood that are used 
for siding, cornices, and other things 
of th<K kind that ara exposed to the 
action of elements, 


No matter how a. window operates 


— whether it is hinged or hung or 
pivoted, it roust be made honestly la 
all of its parts. Of course, your life 
is not going to be ruined because of 
a poorly made sash which lets in the 
wintry blast, rattles like castinets, 
or lets rain down the wall decora- 
tions of your room, but there la real- 
ly no eiensa for a window that is 
not tight. Even BO, it should be 
movable when you want it to be so. 
You may reasonably require that 
you should be able to change Its po- 
sition without calling in assistance- 
These thingB are all matters of good 
•workmanship. If your specifications 
and your drawings call for just so 
many windows, you mast be pre- 
pared to take whatever is fnrnifihed. 
There is & vast difference between 
the best and the poorest.
